The manufacture or distillation of 


absinthe is a government monopoly 
in Switzerland. 
The estimated reve- 


nue to the government is about |1,- 
000.000 a year. 
This revenue is dis- 


tributed by the government among 
the 
various 
cantons or provinces 


with the proviso that 10 per cent ot 
it must be expended in promoting the 
cause of temperance. 


Now prohibition is in the ascend 


ancy in Switzerland and is seeking 
a constitutional amendment to forbid 
the distillation and sale of absinthe 
and to enforce absolute prohibition 
through the entire republic. 


The movement, according to Consul 


Gilford at Basil, has given a great 
impetus because of the fact of an 
absinthe-crazed father in the canton 
of Vaud, in killing his wife and cbil- 
•dren.

VESSEL DELAYED BY SHARKS 


for Twenty Pays Sailors Saw Noth- 


ing but tbe Monsters All 


About Them. 


When a ship Is brought to a standstill 


for 21 hours by a school of shark* th<u 
extends iu ali directions to the horizon 
and when the vessel sails for tbe next 
20 days amid nothing but shark* it la 
said by old sails that it promises to be 
a good season for fishing. &ays (be Phil- 
adelphia Inquirer. 


This is the story brought to Philadel- 


phia by the captain of the American 
ship Babcock. from San Fram isco, with 
a cargo of scrap iron. Iu fact, the cap- 
tain hints at a tragedy, for. according 
to his story, the myriad of sharks left 
him In pursuit of another \-essp! 


The Babcock bailed from San Francis- 


co November 24. When In latitude 5.25 
north, longitude 2S west, on December 
10, the crew became worried at the 
scores of sharks which began following 
th« vessel. During the night the crew 
heard an awful splashingabour theship 
and with the morning light came the 
rex'elation that the ocean as far as the 
eye could see was covered with sharks. 


The breeze fell oft* and what remained 


was not sufficient to send the vessel 
through the mass of fish. A strong wind 
came after the vessel had been stranded 
amid the sharks for 24 hours and slow 
headway was possible. 
The captain 


denies that the sharks tried to reach th? 
deck by climbing upon the backs of one 
another. 


For 20 days the sailors could see noth- 


ing but sharks. They were hundreds of 
miles from any land and were getting 
thoroughly frightened, when 
along 


conies another vessel. The sharks saw 
that the new comer hart the most men 
aboard and all went off in her trail, so 
that when New Year's day dawned the 
crew of the Babcock again saw a clear 
ocean. 


ANTHRACITE PRODUCTION. 


The Tonnage Last Year Was Larg- 


est in the History of the 


Industry. 


According to a preliminary report 


on the production of anthracite in 
1905, made public by the 
United 


States geological survey to-day, the 
tonnage uuring that year was the 
largest in the history of the Industry, 
The official explanation of this is that 
it partly is due to the experience of 
the trade in the preceding severe 
winters and partly by the fear >of im- 
pending trouble in the anthracite re- 
gion, which caused both dealers and 
consumers to Jay in heavier stocks. 
In 1905 the production of anthracite 
amounted to 
C9,339,152 
long tons, 


value $141,879,000. The average price 
of anthracite per ton was $2.25, the 
average number of men employed in 
the mines was 1C5.40G and the aver- 
age days worked 215. 


An increase in the shipment of the 


smaller sizes of coal Is noted. 


The disastrous effect of strikes on 


the trade is shown in the record for 
1902, when the production of anthra- 
cite was only 39,940,710 long tons 
worth 176,173,586. The average price 
of coal per ton in that year was ?2.35. 
the average number of men employed 
was 148,141, and the average num- 
ber of days worked -was only 116.

One reason why the Swiss fere well 


Is that their public school system is 
probably the best in the world, and 
with them public school education is 
practically compulsory. You can senfl 
your ctiild to a private school (ia some 
cantons) if you Insist upon so doing, 
but the face of the government and the 
force of public opinion are sternly 
against the practice. In the canton of 
Solotburn private- schools are absolute- 
ly forbidden. In other cantons a pri- 
vate school pupil must secure a formal 
permit from the local authorities, and, 
in some cantons be must pay a charge 
to the public funds. The idea is that 
the public schools are good enough far 
all; that rich and poor are to meet 
there on even terms; that the publla 
school is the nursery of democracy and 
patriotism; above all, that democracy 
is the Hfeblood and strength and "very 
soul of the republic, and the-republic-is 
Switzerland, and without the republic 
Switzerland Is nothing.

harmless practical joke. In offering 
examples of the practical joke, one 
should be both counsel for the prose 
cution and for the 
defense. 
All 


sorts of practical jokes, then, may be 
cited herein. 


An early New England minister— 


a Tory, during the

'War—"was at once a punster and a 


sent a friend suffering from the tooth- 
ache to an artist who, he assured him. 
•would "draw" the tooth'. 


IP«rhaps the most famousi of

practical jokes perpetrated 
in early 


times .was tiat of the boy wiio cried 
"Wolf, wolf!" when there was no

rescue. Itjs not necessary to refer 
at length to the tragic end of this 
presuming youngster, -who, when the 
••wolf actually came, cried in vain for 
assistance.

One of the hest of practical jokes 


played at academy and college years 
ago was the setting of a booby trap 
This consisted in the balancing of 
books, shoes, etc., on the top of a door 
-which was left ajar, so that the first 
person to enter got the benefit fo a 
solid shower-batb.

taught to shoot before the invention 
of steam and hot water heat was to

When he returned after a tempor- 


ary absence, the steam generated in- 
side the bottle would force out the 
cork with a startling explosion lik<> 
that of a miniature cannon and ol 
course at the same time fire the coik 
at the surprised victim.

as follows: 
A sportsman of more 


than ordinary enthusiasm went 10 a 
breakfast at the commencement of a 
shooting season. The party was talk- 
Ing of game when in rushed an ap- 
parently excited servant, exclaiming 
that a hare was moving about on tho 
lawn.

Parts, a feted ambamdor. He was 


banqueted by all the leading nobles 
of the city, so that it finally occurred 
to someone that it was a ripe oppor- 
tunity to play a practical joke on one 
M. Septenrille, a wealthy horse deal- 
er of the "new rich" type. 


It took but little 
persuasion 
to 


make M. Septe&ville decide to incur 
the expense, especially as 
it 
was 


pointed out that "His Excellency" 
might see fit to make him a present 
of a si*an of 
Morocco's piireless 


Barbs. 


Having been informal that his in- 


vital ion had been accepted, M. Sept- 
enrille at once set about making the 
preparations. 
He ordered fireworks 


of Torre, the great pyrotechnical ar- 
tist of that day; he had his grounds 
and the front of his house richly il- 
luminated; he engaged the most cel- 
ebrated musicians; and he invited all 
the nobility, people of fashion, distin- 
guished foreigners and handsome ac- 
tresses. For the banquet, he made 
corresponding appropriate 
arrange- 


ments. 


On the day set, the ambassador and 


all his suite arrived in great pomp. 
He replied through an interpreter to 
a flattering address. He even went 
so far as to sing at the request of 
the horse dealer. M. Septenville was 
almost overcome with joy. 
He re- 


fused to sit at the table with so il- 
lustrious a guest, but stood behind 
his chair with a napkin tucked under 
his arm. 


Judge of the surprise of himself and 


guests when, at three o'clock in the 
morning, a body of gendarmes ap- 
peared to take the sham ambassador 
into custody, the Moorish Prince hav- 
ing known nothing of the banquet 
The iniposter turned out to be the 
son of a bookseller, but in appear 
ance he much resembled the Moor.

was a French auditor of 
accounts 


who all his life was fond of practi 
cal jokes. "When he died he left four 
large caudles to be carried at his 
funeral. In less than fifteen minute 
after these had been ligh'ted,

went off as fireworks. 


This was not nearly so grim a jok 


as one in which the Thracians wer 
wont to indulge. At their drinkin 
parties they used to h'ave a gam 
called hanging. They fixed a noos 
to the bough of a tree and set 
round stone underneath. Then the 
drew lots and the one who got th% 
colored bean put his neck 
in 
th 


looped circle and. holding a sickle i 
his hand, kicked the rock from iinde 
him. 
If he could cut himself dow 


before he choked, well and good; 
not, his companions seem to have 
considered the joke all the better. 


The American of today loves his 


practical joke just as> well as the Am- 
erican of a hundred years ago. There 
is, however, a healthful tendency to 
eliminate the element of danger, and 
to substitute therefor an additional 
element of pure fun and 
harmless 


frolic.
